& Co.. of San Francisco, for th e best drilled 
C hevalier and not com m issioned officer who 
will en ter the contests. 
The judges of the contest were Lieut. 
Reber, aiae-de-camp on General Miles’ 
staff, Major H. M. Russell, and Maj. S. 
S. Butter. Adjutant-General of the 1st 
Brigade, N. G. C. The cantons entered 
for competition were San Francisco No. 
5, San Bernardino No 17, San Liego No. 
22. Sacramento No. I and Oakland No. 
II. The grand trophy which was the 
principal object of rivalry is offered for 
annual competition, this being its third 
appearance. On the first occasion it was 
won by Vallejo Canton, and on the sec­ 
ond by Oakland, who were the holders 
at the opening cf last night’s competition. 
Brigadier-General R uoboII, command­

Canton to 
Ol’EN THE ENTERTAINMENT. 
They came marching in, fourteen iu 
num ber, under the command of Col. K. 
H . Black, and it was soon evident that a 
picked body of men was present. They 
went through the fifty-two movements 
(given in yesterday’s H e r a l d ) in fault­ 
less style, and the precision of their ac­ 
tions evoked hearty applause from the 
adm iring onlookers. The most difficult 
changes were made with a natural swing 
th a t m ust have cost lots of practice, ono 
particularly fine movement being the 
oblique to the right and then marching 
to their original front. 
They occupied 
the floor for about 25 minutes, and

The sound of a bugle 
brought the San Bernardino Canton on 
the floor, their numbers being tbe same 
as the preceding contingent.

sons, in fact a veritable “lushing ken.” 
It was finally decided that Mr. Faccher 
be notified to appear before the Board at 
its next regular meeting. 
The Mayor offered the following reso­ 
lution, which was unanimously adopted: 
Tn view of tbe large class of vicious 
men known to be vagrants, disreputable 
characters of the class known as “ M acs,” 
and also confidence men, now in our city, 
the Chief of Police is hereby directed to 
at once detail Officers Auble, Bosqui and 
Hawley to as soon as possible, in person, 
notify all persons of the class designated, 
to leave the city within three days, a s ' 
the law against such characters will 
hereafter be rigidly enforced.

the estate if he would give his consent to 
a full college course. 
His advice will 
doubtless be a turning point in the his­ 
tory of more than one wavering student. 
Knowledge is not the only object to be 
attained in college. W hen a student ac­ 
quires mental discipline, when he learns 
to think, to grapple with difficult prob­ 
lems, then is success certain. 
He closed with a strong appeal to the 
students to m ake the discipline of the 
moral m an of greater moment than the 
intellectual. Not an hour should be lost 
until the student had yielded his heart to 
C hrist. 
President Bovard followed in the same 
strain. 
Some of his own experiences he 
m ade exceedingly interesting. 
He, too, 
had entered college on a limited time 
and coarse. It was the Bishop, who was 
then President of the Indiana Asbury 
University, that started him in the right 
channel. 
He went through, but came 
out $1,000 in debt. Kind friends loaned 
him money which he scorned to accept 
am a gift. He warned students against 
this roily. Better be more slow, take 
plenty of time and dig their way through. 
When he closed the 
Bishop supple­ 
mented his speech by enforcing this im­ 
portant warning.

The Santa Barbara exhibit was un­ 


packed and put in place yesterday morn­ 
ing and proves to be a collection of fruit 
and vegetables in every way worthy of 
the channel city. Two other exhibits 
which were not arranged until yesterday 
and which make a good Bhowing are the 
Glendora at the El Modena. The latter is 
very tastefully arranged. 
The West­ 
minster people have sent in a quantity of 
fruit and vegetables, which have been 
placed at the front end of tbe ball, 
on one side and some on the other. The 
Downey exhibit is on the left hand side 
of the hall and occupies a long stretch of 
the wide table. Having so recently been 
in the fair business herself, Downey was 
well “ heeled” for the occasion. 
Several 
more booths appear around the outside 
of the aisle. The Kenilworth Ostrich 
Farm has a place in which a num ber of 
their feathers are exhibited and the pro­ 
cess of curling illustrated. E . D. Sturte- 
vaut. of Bordenstown, N. J., the grower 
of ostriches and varieties in the flower 
line has a large tank in which are a num­ 
ber of choice specimens from his branch 
garden at Edgemont. 
Several stand a 
supply candv and soda water and the 
W. C. T. U. give a very good plate of 
ice cream, fruit and home made cake, all 
for fifteen cents. Their location is up 
stairs. 
The art exhibit is larger and better 
than any collection of work of local tal­ 
ent which was ever ottered to the public 
of Los Angeles. The art room is to the 
right as one enters the building, and Las 
an excellent light from the front win­ 
dows for the display of its exhibit. 
A 
large part of the really good work in the 
collection has been done by J . H . Lewis, 
of Sierra Madre. Two pieces of moun­ 
tain scenery, “ The Last Gleam on Rose 
Peak” and “ A Storm at Sierra M adre,” 
are suggestive of Bierstadt in firmness of 
outline and strength of color. 
A view in 
Sespe cañón ana another on Baldwin’s 
ranch show what Mr. Lewis can do with 
scenery of another type. 
Perhaps the 
best piece of work which his collection 
offers is “ A Young Turk’s H ead,” which 
is peculiarly happy in expression and 
coloring. The portrait of Abbot Kinney 
presents an adm irable counterfeit pre­ 
sentm ent of that em inent tariff reformer. 
Mr. Lewis’ collection as a whole would 
do credit to a much older city and a 
more extensive exhibit. 
Mrs. Dolton Bond has two pictures in 
the collection of more than ordinary 
m erit. 
One of theBe is the head of an 
old man. 
It is a life-size figure, adm ira­ 
ble in its fineness and strength. The 
other is a pastel, the head of ot a young 
girl, which has a W atteau-like softness 
and delicacy. 
Miss Helen E. Coau lias 
one of the best studies in the room—a 
head of a lady done in oils, perfect in its 
smoothness of finish. 
There are reveral pieces bearing the 
nam e of H . Ivey which show good con­ 
ception. They are rather of the im pres­ 
sionist type—water colors of exceptional 
excellence. 
The canon scene is a study 
of foliage effects. The china panel work 
of T. W. I’akes, of Pasadena, is good, as 
is also the man and donkey of W. S. 
Maxwell. 
Ronco Rerra has a num ber of 
pieces brilliant in their coloring and 
bizarre in conception. 
Some flowers by 
Mrs. E. B. Melchior, a street scene by 
Miss Fannie Duval, some landscapes by 
Mrs. B. M. Potter, and a view of the 
Santa Barbara Mission by Miss L. E. 
Gorden are worthy of mention. 
The Photogravure Company of Chicago 
have an exhibit of their work, which has 
the unusual advantage of being artistic 
and yet cheap. It is the best form of 
copying photographs yet devised 
At 
one end of the room Kan K oohas a large 
exhibit tastefully arranged, and Henry 
Bohrmann exhibits a finely carved hat 
tree and a fine mantel. 
In the woman’s departm ent will be 
found a quantity of artistic embroidery 
and several paintiDgs by Mrs. Lu W heat 
Smith. The Chums íb a good conception 
fairly executed.

General H arrison and Mr. Blaine dif­ 
fer widely in their views on trusts. Mr. 
Blaine, in his Portland speech, said that 
President Cleveland or nobody else had 
the right to interfere with combinations 
of capital. Trusts, he said, were private 
enterprises, and as such should be fos­ 
tered instead of restricted. 
In his letter of acceptance General 
Harrison thus speaks of trusts: 
The declaration of the Convention 
against “ all com binations of capital, or­ 
ganized in trusts or otherwise, to control 
arbitrarily the condition of trade among 
our citizens,” is in harm ony with the 
views entertained and publicly express 
ed by rae long before the assembling of 
the 
Convention. 
Ordinarily ' capital 
shares the losses of idleness with labor, 
but under the operation of the trust in 
some of its forms the wage-worker alone 
suffers loss, while idle capital receives 
its dividends from a Trust fund. Produc­ 
ers who refuse to join the combination 
are destroyed and competition as an ele­ 
m ent of prices is elim inated. 
It cannot 
l>e doubted that the legislative authority 
should and will find a method of dealing 
fairly and effectively with these and 
other abuses connected with this subject. 
How would it do to have a joint debate 
on trusts between Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Harrison? It m ight develop the har­ 
mony of the party.

A Scrap of History for the 
Past Two Years. 


LOS AMUELES CO. ASSESSMENTS. 


How Mr. Mason’s V aluations Have 
Been Reduced by the State 
Board of Equalization. 


T h e H e r a l d has given from time to 
time during the past two years discon­ 
nected statements as to how the county 
assessment was reduced by the State 
Board of Equalization at Sacramento. 
These accounts have referred more par­ 
ticularly 
to 
the 
history of 
18' 
The reduction of ten per 
cent, for 
1888 has just beeu made and there­ 
fore but little has been said about it. 
It is a matter in which tax-nayers are 
most concerned, and, therefore, learning 
that Mr. Gaffey, the member of the State 
Board from the District of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, was in town, the H e r a l d reporter 
took occasion to interview him, and also 
Mr. T. E. Rowan. The results are here­ 
with submitted. They will prove inter­ 
esting reading: 
THE INTERVIEW WITH MR. GAFFEY. 
Mr. Gaffey, said the reporter, the 
H erald received a telegram from you 
the other day setting forth that the 
assessment of the county had been re­ 
duced ten per cent, again. 
Will you tell 
me a little more in detail about the work 
done in our behalf before the State Board 
during the past two years ? 
In reply Mr. Gaffey said: “ The total 
assessment of Los Angeles county iu 
1887, exclusive of railroads, was $97,000,­ 
000, Of this about $76,000,000 was on 
real estate. 
The Board of Supervisors, represented 
by its Chairman, Mr. T. E. Rowan, and 
Supervisor Venable, came before the 
State Board and asked for a reduction of 
twenty per cent. Mr. Sloss, the member 
of the State Board from San Francisco, 
had visited the county with me and had 
become convinced that the Assessor had 
taken the boom prices as^lie basis of his 
assessment. Mr. Dunn, partly from his 
own knowledge and convinced very 
largely I believe by the clear and con­ 
vincing statements of Messrs. Rowan and 
Venable, voted with Mr. Sloss and my­ 
self and we got a reduction of 10 i>er 
cent. No other counties were reduced 
m ’87 although I tried to get a reduction 
for the counties of San Diego, Santa 
Barbara, Ventura and San Bernardino 
believing that the 
assessors of all 
those counties had taken the 
boom 
as the basis of the assessment. San 
Diego and Los Angeles, however, were 
the 
counties that 
needed reduction 
most.” 
“ What do you mean by boom prices?” 
“The revenue law of California re­ 
quires all property to be assessed at its 
full cash value, and the State courts have 
defined cash value to mean what the 
property 
would 
be 
taken 
for 
for a just debt from a solvent debt­ 
or. You can fix the values of 
land 
for ordinary purposes by two things, 
either the selling prices or the produc­ 
ing capacity of the property. Of course, 
daring ordinary times, the producing 
capacity 
fixes 
the 
selling 
price 
but in a county where a boom exists the 
producing capacity is entirely lost sight 
of, as ninety per cent, of the purchases 
are made for speculative purposes. “ If 
you will now consider that in Northern 
California, where, excepting in a few- 
isolated cases, no boom exists or has 
existed for manv years most of the s^es 
are necessarily based on the produang 
capacity, while in Southern California a 
full-fledged boom has existed for the past 
five years and nearly all of the sales have 
been 
speculative 
ones, 
you 
will 
readily see that comparison of sales with 
assessments in Northern California might 
show an assessment of 90 per cent., 
-while 
the 
same 
comparison 
in 
the 
Southern 
counties 
might only 
■how 
60 
per 
cent., yet 
the 
lat­ 
ter assessment might be higher than 
the former becauee based on boom prices, 
-which in many cases were four or even 
five times greater than the producing 
capacity of the property would justify. 
What part of State taxes do we pay ? 
In 1887 sixty-four per cent of the total 
increase in the State was in the four 
southern counties, and if you add in San 
Francisco, five counties of the state con­ 
tributed seventy-five per cent of the total 
increase. 
In 1888, out of the total increase 
in the State, 
the counties of Los 
Angeles, Fresno, Santa Barbara, San 
Bernardino, San Diego, Tulare and Kern 
with a total property valuation of about 
$259,000,000 contributed fifty per cent, of 
the total increase in the State. 
That is 
to say the seven southern counties con­ 
taining less than one-fourth of all the 
property in the State contributed one- 
half of all the increase for the year 1888, 
“ It would be a safe estimate to say 
that in those counties eighty per cent, 
of the increase has been m real estate 
values, proving very conclusively that 
the assessors of those counties had taken 
the boom prices as the basis for making 
their assessment. ” 
“ Do you mean that our boom is un­ 
real?” 
“ I do not wish to be taken for a pessi­ 
mist as to the future of Southern Califor­ 
nia, for 1 believe it to be not only the 
garden-spot of California, but the choi­ 
cest place on earth. The trouble is that 
people went wild over speculations, 
and the development of 
our 
agri­ 
cultural 
and 
mineral 
resources 
has not kept pace with the raise in land 
values. The future, however, I believe 
will justify the foresight and enterprise 
of those who have invested here.” 
“ What should assessors do?” 
“ For the present, in counties where a 
boom exists the Assessors should be 
careful, and make a conservative assess­ 
ment, and should not be led away by any 
wild craze which may exist in their 
counties. The assessment should be based 
not on what some wild-cat speculator 
wonld be willing to give for property— 
but what a good business man would 
take the property for a just debt from 
a solvent debtor—“ The Boards of Super­ 
visors should carefully examine the roll 
and endeavor to correct any injustice done 
and if they take the same pains to put 
their case before the State Board, as 
Tom Rowan and Mr. Venable did, the 
injostice, if any exists, will be corrected. 
What other counties were reduced ? 
In the cases of Santa Clara and Fresno, 
which were each reduced 10 per oent., it 
was the belief of a majority of the State 
Board of Equalization that the Assessors 
had been carried away bv the real-estate 
craze and had assessed their counties 
higher than the remaining counties of 
the State. 
“ Of course you will understand that in 
any views I may express on the matter 
cr manner of assessing 1 speak only for 
myself, and the remaining members 
might differ very widely from me.” 
This year I had very little hope of get- 


almost abandoned the idea, but the mas­ 
terly manner in which Rowan presented 
the case of the county convinced a ma­ 
jority of the Board that the reduction 
was necessary, and we got it. 
W1IAT MR. ROWAN SAYS. 
Following him up, the reporter found 
Mr. Rowan in his office, and explaining 
what lie was doing, asked the President 
of the Board of Supervisors what he 
knew about getting assessments re­ 
duced. 
The interview opened thus: 
“ Mr. 
Rowan,” said the H e r a l d reporter, “the 
dispatches have announced that the 
State 
Board 
of 
Equalization 
has 
reduced 
Los 
Angeles 
county 
ten 
per 
cent. 
As 
you 
represented 
the county at Sacramento, and as our 
citizens all take a great interest in the 
matter, will you kindly explain what 
effect the reduction will have on the 
county?” 
“ I had hoped,” said Mr. Rowan, “ that 
for this year at least I had got through 
with any further discussion of assess­ 
ments, but 
any information I can 
convey to you on the subject I will be 
pleased to give. The immediate effect 
on the county will be a reduction of ten 
per cent on everything except money 
and solvent credits. That is to say the 
owners of all other classes of property 
excepting money and solvent credits will 
now pay ninety cents in State taxes 
where 
they would 
have 
to pay a 
dollar without the reduction. 
“ The assessment of 1888 placed the 
taxable property of Los Angeles County 
subject to reduction, at $110,008,000. 
The reduction will leave it at $99,007,120 
to which must be added money and sol­ 
vent 
credits 
and 
railroad 
assess­ 
ments or in all 
about $103,000,000, 
and 
result 
in 
saving 
to 
the 
county the net sum of $56,000. 
When 
the assessment roll was turned over to 
the Board of Supervisors we found, after 
a close examination, that the solid busi­ 
ness and agricultural property of the 
county had been assessed on the basis of 
the boom prices to which speculators had 
brought imaginary town sites.etc.The rev­ 
enue law of California does not allow the 
County 
Supervisors, 
sitting 
at 
Board 
of Equalization, to lower the 
county 
as a 
whole, and 
we could 
consequently orly deal with individual 
cases of inequality. The time of the 
Board was limited" and tue evil general 
and widespread, so that, after consulta­ 
tion, we decided that we would rectify 
as far as lay in our power the inequal­ 
ities between individual taxpayers and 
make a fight before the State Board of 
Equalization for a general reduction of 
twenty per cent. 
“The fight for reduction was a long and 
bitter one. Contra Costa county was the 
only county that had ever been re­ 
duced and the policy and traditions 
of the Sacramento equalizers seemed to 
be all opposed to a reduction of any kind, 
no matter how glaring the injustice. 
Their idea of equalization seems to be to 
raise all the time, without any idea of 
equalizing the inequalities existing be­ 
tween the different counties of the State. 
Their mode of collecting data is simply 
ridiculous, as it seems to be left to the 
whim or prejudice of each member as to 
bow, 
where 
and 
when 
he 
shall 
collect it. And it really seems to me 
that the first thing the Legislature c. f 
California ought to turn its attention to 
is to equalize the State Board of Equaliz­ 
ation by either wiping it out of existence 
or prescribing some positive rules for col­ 
lecting the data by which a county shall 
be judged. As it is now constituted it is 
like a bull in a china shop. 
Information seems to be sought after 
the 
manner 
of detectives and ex­ 
aminations which should be characterized 
by the formality and dignity of a high 
court of justice are carried on more like 
the proceeding of a second-class police 
court. 
“ I speak plainly and I will admit with 
feeling on this subject,” said Mr. Rowan, 
“as I was compelled to tell Mr. Moore- 
house this year in open Board that the 
people of Southern California expected 
nothing from him as his bias and preju­ 
dice against us was too apparent. 
But you got what vou went after ? 
Yes in 1887 Mr. Venable and myself 
appeared before the State Board and" we 
got a reduction of ten per cent, bv which 
the county was benefited about $05,C00 
in State taxes. 
In 1888 Mr. Mason made a more equal 
assessment, but still too high, and we 
were again forced to throw ourselves on 
the mercy of the “ Northern Citrus Belt,” 
as Southern California has only one 
member on the Board of Equalization 
and 
thank 
God 
we 
got 
relief. 
The Assessor, Mr. Mason, encountered 
great difficulty in 1887 because of the 
sudden increase in values and also be­ 
cause of the many resubdivisiona of 
land, which caused the unknown owner 
list to increase to an enormouB extent., 
viz: many thousands; and our difficul 
ties in equalizing were increased ac­ 
cordingly.

A cute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucons Mem­ 
brane lining the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e moBt com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases.

I t is a m atter in which ta x - D a v e r s are 
most concerned, and, therefore, learning 
th a t Mr. Gaffey, the member of the State 
Board from the District of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, was in town, the H e r a l d reporter 
took occasion to interview him, and also 
M r. T. E . Rowan. The results are here­ 
w ith submitted. They will prove inter­ 
esting reading: 


THE INTERVIEW WITH MR. GAFFEY. 
Mr. Gaffey, said the reporter, the 
H e r a l d received a telegram from you 
the other day setting forth that the 
assessm ent of the county had been re­ 
duced ten per cent, again. 
Will you tell 
m e a little more in detail about the work 
done in our behalf before the State Board 
during the past two years ? 
In reply Mr. Gaffey said : 
“ The total 
assessm ent of Los Angeles county in 
1887, exclusive of railroads, was $97,000,­ 
0 0 0 , 
Of this about $76,000,000 was on 
real estate. 
The Board of Supervisors, represented 
by its Chairman, Mr. T. E. Rowan, and 
Supervisor Venable, came before the 
State Board aud asked for a reduction of 
twenty per cent. Mr. Sloss, the member 
of the State Board from San Francisco, 
had visited the county with me and had 
become convinced th at the Assessor had 
taken the boom prices as^he basis of his 
assessment. Mr. Dunn, partly from his 
own knowledge 
and 
convinced very 
largely I believe by the clear and con­ 
vincing statements of Messrs. Rowan and 
Venable, voted with Mr. Sloss and my­ 
self and we got a reduction of 10 per 
cent. 
No other counties were reduced 
in *87 although I tried to get a reduction 
for the counties of San Diego, Santa 
Barbara, Ventura and San Bernardino 
bslieving 
that 
the 
assessors of all 
those counties had taken the 
boom 
as the basis of the assessment. 
San 
Diego and Los Angeles, however, were 
the 
counties 
that 
needed reduction 
m ost.” 
“ W hat do you mean by boom prices ?” 
“ The revenue law of California re­ 
quires all property to be assessed at its 
full cash value, and th e State courts have 
defined cash value to mean w hat the 
property 
would 
be 
taken 
for 
for a just debt from a solvent debt­ 
or. You can fix the values of 
land 
for ordinary purposes by two things, 
either the selling prices or the produc­ 
ing capacity of the property. Of course, 
during ordinary times, the producing 
capacity 
fixes 
the 
selling 
price 
but iu a county where a boom exists the 
producing capacity is entirely lost sight 
of, as ninety per cent, of the purchases 
are made for speculative purposes. 
“ If 
you will now consider that in Northern 
California, where, excepting in a few 
isolated cases, no boom exists or has 
existed for many years most of the s^des 
are necessarily based on the produang 
capacity, while in Southern California a 
full-fledged boom has existed for the past 
five years and nearly all of the sales have 
been 
speculative 
ones, 
you 
will 
readily see that comparison of sales with 
assessments in Northern California might 
show an assessment of 90 per cent., 
w hile 
the 
Bame 
comparison 
in 
th e 
Southern 
counties 
might only 
show 
60 
per 
cent., yet 
the 
lat­ 
te r assessment m ight be higher than 
th e former because based on boom prices, 
w hich in many cases were four or even 
five tim es greater than the producing 
capacity of the property would justify. 
W hat part of State taxes do we pay? 
In 1887 sixty-four per cent of the total 
increase in the State was in the four 
southern counties, and if you add in San 
Francisco, five counties of the state con­ 
tributed seventy-five per cent of the total 


In 1888, oat of the total increase 
in the State, 
the counties of Los 
Angeles, Fresno, Santa Barbara, San 
Bernardino, San Diego, Tulare and Kern 
w ith a total property valuation of about 
$259,000,000 contributed fifty per cent, of 
the total increase in the State. 
That is 
to say the seven southern counties con 
taining less than one-fourth of all the 
property in the State contributed one- 
half of all the increase for the year 1888. 
“ I t would be a safe estimate to say 
th at in those counties eighty per cent, 
of the increase has been in real estate 
values, proving very conclusively that 
the assessors of those counties had taken 
th e boom prices as the basis for making 
their assessment. ” 
“ Do you mean th at our boom is un­ 
real?” 
“ I do not wish to be taken for a pessi­ 
m ist as to the future of Southern Califor­ 
nia, for I believe it to be not only the 
garden-spot of California, but the choi­ 
cest place on earth. 
The trouble is that 
people went wild over speculations, 
and the development of 
our 
agri­ 
cultural 
and 
mineral 
resources 
h as not kept pace with the raise in land 
values. The future, however, I believe 
will justify the foresight and enterprise 
of those who have invested here 
“ W hat should assessors do?” 
“ For the present, in counties where a 
boom exists the Assessors should be 
eareful, and make a conservative assess 
ment, and should not be led away by any 
wild craze which may exist in their 
counties. The assessm ent should be based 
not on what some wild-cat speculator 
would be willing to pive for property— 
but w hat a good business m an would 
take the property fo ra just debt from 
a solvent debtor—“ The Boards of Super­ 
visors should carefully examine the roll 
and endeavor to correct any in j ustice done 
and if they take the same pains to put 
their case before the State Board, as 
Tom Rowan and Mr. Venable did, the 
injustice, if any exists, will be corrected. 
W hat other counties were reduced ? 
In the cases of 8anta Clara and Fresno, 
which were each reduced 10 per cent., it 
was the belief of a majority of the State 
Board of Equalization that the Assessors 
had been carried away bv the real-estate 
craze and had assessed their counties 
higher than the rem aining counties of 
the State. 
“ Of course you will understand that in 
any views I may express on the matter 
9 t m anner of assessing 1 speak only for 
. and the rem aining members 
t (iiffer very widely from m e.” 
' year I had very little hope of get 


almost abandoned the idea, but the m as­ 
terly manner in which Rowan presented 
the case of the county convinced a m a­ 
jority of the Board that the reduction 
was necessary, and we got it. 
WHAT MR. ROWAN SAYS. 
Following him up, the reporter fo 
Mr. Rowan in his office, and explaining 
what he was doing, asked the President 
of the Board of Supervisors what he 
knew about getting assessments 
duced. 
The interview opened thus: 
“ Mr. 
Rowan,” said the H e r a l d reporter, “ the 
dispatches have announced that 
the 
State 
Board 
of 
Equalization 
has 
reduced 
Los 
Angeles 
county 
ten 
per 
cent. 
As 
you 
represented 
the county at Sacramento, and as our 
citizens all take a great interest in the 
m atter, will you kindly explain what 
effect the reduction will have on the 
county?” 
“ I had hoped,” said Mr. Rowan, “ that 
for this year at least I had got through 
with any further discussion of assess­ 
ments, but 
any information I can 
convey to you on the subject I will be 
pleased to give. The immediate effect 
on the county will be a reduction of ten 
per cent on everything except money 
and solvent credits. That is to say the 
owners of all other classes of property 
excepting money and solvent credits will 
now pay ninety eents in State taxes 
where 
they would 
have 
to pay 
dollar without the reduction. 
“ The assessment of 1888 placed the 
taxable property of Los Angeles County 
subject to reduction, at $110,008,000. 
The reduction will leave it at $519,007,120 
to which must be added money and sol 
vent 
credits 
and 
railroad 
ass 
ments or in all 
about 
$103,000,000, 
and 
result 
in 
saving 
to 
the 
county the net sum of $56,000. 
When 
the assessment roll was turned over to 
the Board of Supervisors we found, after 
a close examination, that the solid busi 
ness and agricultural property of the 
county had been assessed on the basis of 
the boom prices to which speculators had 
brought imaginary town sites.ete.The rev­ 
enue law’ of California does not allow the 
County 
Supervisors, 
sitting 
as 
Board 
of Equalization, to lower the 
county 
as a 
whole, and 
we could 
consequently orlv deal with individual 
cases of inequality. The time of the 
Board was limited and tue evil general 
and widespread, so that, after consulta­ 
tion, we decided that we would rectify 
as far as lay in our power the inequal­ 
ities between individual taxpayers and 
make a fight before the State Board of 
Equalization for a general reduction of 
twenty per cent. 
“ The fight for reduction was a long and 
bitter one. 
Contra Costa count}’ was the 
only county that had ever been re­ 
duced and the policy and traditions 
of the Sacramento equalizers seemed to 
be all opposed to a reduction of any kind, 
no m atter how glaring the injustice. 
Their idea of equalization seems to be to 
raise all the tim e, without any idea of 
equalizing the inequalities existing be­ 
tween the different counties of the State. 
Their mode of collecting data is simply 
ridiculous, as it seems to be left to the 
whim or prejudice of each m em ber as to 
bow, 
where 
and 
when 
he 
shall 
collect it. 
And it really seems to me 
that the first thing the* Legislature c f 
California ought to turn its attention to 
is to equalize the State Board of Equaliz­ 
ation by either wiping it out of existence 
or prescribing some positive rules for col­ 
lecting the data by which a county shall 
be judged. 
As it is now constituted it is 
like a bull in a china shop. 
Information seems to be sought after 
the 
m anner 
of detectives and ex­ 
aminations which should be characterized 
by the formality and dignity of a high 
court of justice are carried on more like 
the proceeding of a second-class police 
court. 
“ I speak plainly and I will adm it with 
feeling on this subject,” said Mr. Rowan, 
“ as I was compelled to tell Mr. Moore- 
house this year in open Board that the 
people of Southern California expected 
nothing from him as his bias and preju 
dice against us was too apparent. 
But you got what vou went after V 
Yes in 1887 Mr. Venable and myself 
appeared before the State Board and* we 
got a reduction of ten per cent, by which 
the county was benefited a)>out $65,000 
in State taxes. 
In 1888 Mr. Mason made a more equal 
assessment, but still too high, and we 
were again forced to throw ourselves on 
the mercy of the “ Northern Citrus Belt, 
as Southern California has onlv one 
member on the Board of Equalization 
and 
thank 
God 
we 
got 
relief. 
The Assessor, Mr. Mason, encountered 
great difficulty in 1887 because of the 
sudden increase in values and also be 
cause of th e many resubdivisions of 
land, which caused the unknown owner 
list to increase to an enormous extent., 
viz: many thousands; and our difficul 
ties in equalizing were increased ac 
cordingly.

There are no cavities or 
tubercles in the lungs, but merely a wastiug 
away of the larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction of the bronchial 
tubes and air cells of the lungs.
